today. 

Harry W. Reed, Glendale police 
officer, testified for the state in 
the trial of Wright. former air- 
port manager charged with mur- 
dering his wife and Kimmel, his 


“best friend.” 


Reed was with Officer Robert 
Trowbridge in the ambulance 
which hurried to the Wright home 
at the defendant's frantic call. 

Reed said that the body of Mrs. 
Wright was on the floor, her head 
on the piano pedals, most of the 
body under the piano bench. He 
said she had a slight pulse then. 

Piano Bench in Court. 

The piano bench, with two bul- 
let holes in it, was introduced in 
evidence. 

S. Ernest Roll, prosecutor, next 
queried Reed about Kimmel. Reed 
said his left foot was on the key- 
board of the piano and his right 
leg under the piano bench. 

Kimmel was moving and groan- 
ing and pawing the air with his 
left hand, the witness testified.

Broken by disillusionment, rec- 
ognized only in the = shrine ,of 
mother love, suspicious of cor- 
porations willing to finance his 
mechanical dreams, a “genius in 
disguise” died yesterday. 

The glory of adventure in al- 
most every land on earth, a back- 
ground of Heidelberg and a ma- 
‘jority in chemistry, a brain that 
took gas out of garbage and wood 
‘out of weeds—all these went into 
obscurity when Dr. Allen F. Cul- 
len Sr., 47, succumbed to pneu- 
monia in a private hospital. 

Unsung. by a world to which 
he had contributed his ability, he 
died, as many men who seek to 
solve the mystery of life or ease 
its burdens die, in poverty. 

Last night his mother, Mrs. Eula 
Olmstead, with whom he had 
made his home for the last six 
months at 905 Pulliam street, S. 
W., said: 
| “My son... he was a genius 
‘in disguise. He wasn’t recognized 
while he was living, but that’s the 
way with all great men, I reckon.” 

His mother said her son was 
born in a house on Pryor street, 
and that at the age of two or three, 
he showed unusual interest in me- 
chanical things.

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MONGOLIANS PLAN 


Allies of Soviet Fortify 
Border and Concentrate 
Thousands of Troops. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 20.—(4)— 
Japanese dispatches from Hsink- 
ing, capital of Manchukuo, today 
reported Outer Mongolia, allied 
with Soviet Russia, was preparing 
a heavily manned, strongly forti- 
fied defense line along her south- 


_ern border, facing North China 


areas conquered by Japan. 
Domei, the Japanese news 
agency, reported great quantities 
of materials for fortifications were 
being. transported from the inte- 
rior to the border, where thous- 
ands of Outer Mongolian troops, 
many Russian-trained and mostly 
equipped with Russian-made 
weapons, have been concentrated. 
The Mongolian government at 
Ulan Bator (formerly Urga) was 
said to be compelling civilians 
near the frontier to move back 
into the interior as a measure to 
prevent espionage, presumably by 
Japan’s agents. The Ulan Bator 
regime, linked to Russia by a mu- 
tual assistance pact, was described 
as determined to make its south- 
ern frontier as formidable as that 
which Soviet Siberia presents to 
Manchukuo, Japan’s protectorate. 
Outer Mongolia, nearly 1,500,- 
000 square miles of inland plateau, 
largely desert, lies between Sibe- 
ria, Manchukuo and the _ Inner 
Mongolian provinces of Chahar 
and Suiyuan, most of which Ja- 
pan already had occupied. For 15 
years Outer Mongolia has’ been 
under strong Soviet influence. 
One of Japan’s first moves when 
her armies drove into North China 
was to seize the.Inner Mongolian 
corridor so as’ to thrust a wedge 
between the  Soviet-influenced 
area and China proper. A Japa-

Collapse Seen 


By China’s Minister of Finance 


Dr. H. H. Kung Says His 
Nation More Able To 
War Than Nippon.

Include Flood Control. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(P)— 
Senator Lee, Democrat, Oklahoma, 
told the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress today he believed 
the federal government should 


adopt a permanent public works 


program to provide work for large 


numbers of unemployed made 
jobless by technological advance- 
ment, 

“Tf we should balance the 
budget tomorrow and repeal all 
the taxes which business objects 
too,” Lee said, “we still. would 
have with us an army of unem- 
ployed. As long as we have in- 
ventions we will continue to have 
men out of work through disloca- 
tion of labor.” 

Lee said the. works program 
should include flood control and 
soil conservation activities, which 
he said were interrelated. 


Robert Fechner, director of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, in- 
dorsed a suggestion by Lee that 
soil conservation camps be ex- 
panded. He also appealed for 
continuation of the CCC, which 
was extended for three years at 
the last session of congress. 

Major General Julian L. Schley, 
chief of army engineers, said 
flood programs for the Ohio and 
lower Mississippi had been pre- 
pared by the engineers “and can 
be initiated whenever they are 
authorized and the works can be 
prosecuted as rapidly as funds are 
provided.” : 

Senate Majority Leader Bark- 
ley, Democrat, Kentucky, and 
Representative Whittington, Dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi, chairman of the 
house flood control committee, ex- 
pressed conflicting views concern- 
ing the administration’s proposal 
for seven regional planning areas 
in the nation. 

Whittington, opposing the pro- 
posals as duplication of existing 
planning facilities, recommended 
instead an advisory planning 
board to include cabinet officers 
whose departments are concerned 
with natural resources. 

Barkley, defending the pro- 
posals, said he could “see no ob- 
jection’’ to establishment of re- 
gional planning areas.

Emory To House 
State Plant Life 


In New ‘Museum’ 


Directed by Dr. W. B. Baker, 
advanced students in biology at 
Emory University this: week began 
construction on a herbarium 
which when completed will event- 
ually house every known specie 
of plant in Georgia. 

With. garden clubs throughout 
the state co-operating for the 
project; several thousand plants 
have been classified, card-indexed 


and preserved in the collection. 
Duke University already has con- 
sulted the file for information in 


its study of orchids in the south, 


of which the Emory herbarium has 
eight varieties thus far.. 

Of special interest to workers in 
the botany department are the 
granite outcroppings so charac- 
teristic of Georgia’s mountains. 

Dr. Baker and other members 
of the department have made sev- 
eral recent trips to the Okefeno- 
kee swamp, finding there several 
plants previously unidentified. 

In conjunction with the crea- 
tion of the plant “museum,” the 
department is also making 4 
pollen collection for experiments 
with serum for the cure of hay 
fever. ‘

DEADLINE IS SET 


City Employes Must Seek 
Pension by April 1. 

Deadline for enrollment of city 
employes in the general employes’ 
pension fund, in accordance with 
provisions of an amendment to 
the pension act adopted by the 
legislature this month, has been 
set at April 1, City Comptroller B. 
Graham West, secretary of the 
pension board, announced yester- 
day. 

Employes may enroll by paying 
2 per cent of their salaries from 
November 1, 1927, to May 1, 1935, 
and 3 per cent of their salaries 
from May 1, 1935, to date. In cases 
where employes name their wives 
as beneficiaries they pay 3 and 4 
per cent, respectively, for the two 
periods, the act provides.

Opening hostilities found China’s 
public finances’ relatively in good 
condition with revenues at record 
figures.. Here the economic condi- 
tion also was comparatively favor- 
able. with the country enjoying 
stabilized curency, bumper crops 
and a favorable balance of pay- 
ment, 

More Vulnerable. 

Japan’s. highly industrialized 
structure is more vulnerable to the 
unsettling effects of protracted 
war than China’s pattern of eco- 
nomic life, which is essentially ag- 
ricultural. Since foreign trade is 
the lifeline of an industrial na- 
tion, Japan will feel very severe- 
ly the effects of the loss of foreign 
trade. 

Japan’s trade with China, who 
was her second best customer, has 
been almost wiped out. Japanese 
imports into Shanghai during Sep- 
tember last year, amounting to ap- 
proximately $38,664, were nearly 
$11,000,000 less than for July (be- 
fore the war began in Shanghai) 
when they totaled $11,032,963. 

This situation, as well as boy- 
cotts abroad, places a_ serious 
strain on Japan’s national econ- 
omy. 

In Midst of Difficulties. 


Japan started the war in the 
midst of financial and economic 
difficulties, with a huge budget 
deficit, an unfavorable balance of 
trade, currency already threatened 
by the rising cost of living which 
was borne by .a people already 
taxed to the limit, declining for- 
eign trade and increasing signs of 
economic unrest. — 

The situation for Japan becomes 
all the more difficult because in 
the world’s present mood, the 
doors of borrowing are unlikely to 
be open to her in countries capable 
of lending. 

On the other hand the abundant 
sympathy and support of both 
America and Europe for the Chi- 
nese in their just cause in the 
present struggle in contrast with 
the spontaneous world-wide con- 
demnation of the Japanese aggres- 
sive policy is an important factor 
which has operated and will, I be- 
lieve, continue to operate in favor 
of China’s financial stabiilty. 

Financial Aid. 

During my recent travels in Eu- 
rope and America, I was able to 
conclude important economic and 
financial arrangements in the sev- 
eral countries visited despite the 
outbreak of hostilities. These ar- 
rangements show the confidence 
displayed by these nations in Chi- 
na’s financial future as well as ap- 
preciation for her just cause. 

The most significant factor in 
the successful management of 
China’s war finance is the main- 
tenance of stabiilty of currency in 
relation to foreign currencies. This 
accomplishment created  confi- 
dence both at home and abroad. 

With the emergency exchange 
requirement largely covered, it 
seems reasonable to suppose that 
China’s foreign payments will re- 
turn to a state of approximate bal- 
ance though upon a much re- 
stricted basis, as to both imports 
and exports. 

Credit Strengthened. 

Gold and fareign currency de- 
posits held abroad as well 4s 
standing credit in government 
banks were greatly 
during the period since the adop- 
tion of currency reform in Novem- 
ber, 1937. Strengthening of the re- 
serve was facilitated by the co- 
operation of the United States gov- 
ernment in purchasing substantial 
amounts of silver from China. 

Since that date the excellent 
harvests of 1936 and 1937, and also 
the relatively favorable economic

FRANCE TO MERGE 


| HER ARMED FORCES 


Military, Naval and Ajr 
Branches To Be Unified 
Under Daladier. 


PARIS, Jan. 20.—(4)—Premier 
Camille Chautemps’ new cabinet 
tonight voted to co-ordinate all of 
France’s military, naval and air 
forces under Edouard Daladier, 
minister.of national defense. 

On the eve of their first test 
in the chamber of deputies, the 
ministers took the action to unify 
the nation’s defense preparations 
and the solution of tactical prob- 
lems. 

A decree, it was said, would be 
promulgated soon to put the al- 
most unprecedented program into 
effect. 

’ General Marie Gamelin, chief 
of the army general staff, will be 
named chief of the general staff 
of national defense, embracing all 
three services, under the decree. 


Navy Minister William Ber- 
trand and Air Minister Guy La- 
chambre will retain their portfo- 
lios, but will be subject to the 
supervision of Daladier, who also 
is war minister now.

JUST A HOT POTATO 


Italy, when she set out upon the conquest 
of Ethiopia, excused her unprovoked assault 
against that weak and helpless nation on the 
plea that Rome needed territory for coloniza- 
tion in order to solve its surplus population 
problem, and that the country of Mussolini 
must have sources of vastly greater supplies 
of raw materials. 

Since the Italian conqdest of Ethiopia it 
has been difficult for the outside world to get 
any intelligent reports on what is taking place 
in that ravished land. The Italian censorship 
has been clamped down completely and noth- 
ing but an occasional rumor leaks out to the 
world at large. 

However, a special dispatch to the London 
Times from its correspondent in‘French Somali- 
land carries information that reveals a com- 
plete failure by the Italian authorities to se- 
cure any of the benefits they believed would 


accrue. 

The Times’ correspondent tells, for instance, 
that Ethiopian exports, which amounted to 
about $5,000,000 in 1934, have shrunk to almost 
nothing under Italian control. Those exports 
consisted almost entirely of coffee, hides and 
skins. 

Ethiopia formerly raised enough grain for 
all needs of her own people and even had & 
small surplus for export. Today it is having 
to import large quantities of wheat and flour, 
while other imports have increased heavily. 


Instead of enjoying a new material source, 
the need of foreign credits in order to finance 
purchases for the Italian armament program 
has compelled a decree that no firm, Italian 
or foreign, may export skins from Ethiopia to 
Italy unless, at the same time, it exports twice 
the quantity to other countries. The result of 
this order has been to send prices higher in 
Italy! 3 

The trouble, of course, is due to two factors. 
In the first place, the Bthiopian natives, re- 
senting Italian occupation, are practically on a 
sit-down strike. Fields which formerly pro- 
duced crops are lying fallow and laborers re- 
fuse to work on the coffee plantations. The 
second trouble is of Italian origin. The Italians 
themselves have been slow to emigrate to the 
new land. Regardless of excess population and 
overcrowded conditions at home, the average 
Italian still prefers the vine-clad hillsides of 
sunny Italy to the mysterious unknown of the 
land of the Ras, 

Thus does Mussolini learn that colonies, in- 
stead of paying for themselves, but add to the 
white man’s burden. 


TO HELP FARMERS OF GEORGIA 


Not only the physicians of Georgia, but men 
of every profession, business or trade, can help 
the farmers of the state, and thus add to the 
prosperity of all, by constantly stressing the 
importance of purchasing Georgia grown prod- 
ucts whenever possible. 

Columbus Roberts, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, urged that the doctors of the state follow 
such a program when he spoke on Tuesday at 
the annual banquet of the medical and surgical 
staff of the Georgia Baptist hospital. 

Mr. Roberts pointed out that 70 per cent of 
the population of Georgia depends upon agri- 
culture for a living, adding the self-evident 
truth that the other 30 per cent cannot expect 
prasperity unless the farm population is eco- 
nomically successful. 


The average annual earnings of a farm 
worker in Georgia is $147, the commissioner 
said. He did not, of course, include the ma- 
terial and other advantages of a rural life in 
this figure. This represents the average cash 

income. 

Georgia, for too long, has neglected to pro- 
duce many articles of food that are essential 
to human diet, with the result that heavy sums 
of money are sent out of the state each year 
to pay for the imported dairy products, cereals, 
poultry and eggs, etc., which are profitably 
raised in other states. 

The faster the Georgia farmers learn that 
there is a large and profit-making market for 
such staples in the urban centers of this state, 
the faster they will become independent of cot- 
ton and other one-crop systems of farming and 
the faster they will increase the average of the 
annual incomes on the farms. 

And, every time that average income is in- 
creased one dollar, it means that every agricul- 
tural worker in Georgia has one dollar more to 
spend and to add to the total of currency cir- 
culation in the state.

PITIFUL SELF-DELUSION 


Less than:four months ago a 72-year-old 
Chicagoan was kidnaped. A ransom of $50,000 
was demanded and paid, but the victim was 


- not returned: Monday J. Edgar Hoover, head 


of the FBI, announced the arrest of a man who 
has confessed he not only killed the kidnaped 
Chicagoan, but likewise shot to death his part- 
ner in the crime. : 

For $50,000. 

In the few weeks since perpetration of this 
heartless crime, the man is reported to have 
spent much of his time at the race tracks, 
betting on the horses. He has traveled from 
one end of the country to the other and back 
again. He has, perforce, lived alone, carrying 
with him, night and day, the secret of his 
crime. 

For a little money, to play with for a little 
time and to turn over, piece by piece, to the 
bookmakers at the tracks. 


For a fleeting life in hotels and trains, a life 
lonely and harassed. For a few weeks of false 
glamour, a mirage of enjoyment which must 
have proven but empty delusion within hours 
after the irrevocable crime had been committed. 

The utter foolishness of such an act can 
never cease to bewilder and to astound the av- 
erage intelligent person. The price to be paid 
is so immeasurably out of proportion to any- 
thing that could be gained. 

Even had the man not been caught, his bar- 
gain with fate was pitifully wretched. The 
$50,000 he gained inevitably would be soon 
gone, flung away to the winds. And he would 
have lived an existence constantly haunted by 
the fear of capture and of retribution—an ex- 
istence through which, in all the hours of each 
day and the long minutes of every night he 
would hear, in his heart, the voices of his vic- 
tims asking “Why?” 


Now, caught and confessed, his little hour of 
lush freedom is over. Facing either a felon’s 
death or a felon’s life within a cage of stone 
and steel, he must gaze with envy upon the 
wiser men all around, who perform their hum- 
ble jobs and live their simple lives in happiness 
and content that the criminal can never know. 


FOR AMERICANS ONLY 


When Secretary of State Cordell Hull po- 
litely, but firmly, informed German Ambassador 
Hans Dieckoff that former Ambassador to 
Germany Dodd was a private citizen in a free 
country and had every right to publicly express 
his views, regardless of objections from Hitler- 
land, Americans received another example of 
the priceless privilege of free speech. 

But it is doubtful that the Nazi regime at 
Berlin permitted the incident to come to the 
attention of the restricted, regimented popula- 
tion of that dictator-ruled nation. 


Dr. Dodd had delivered a speech in which- 


he severely criticized the Nazi idea, His ex- 
periences in Berlin, while he was United States 
ambassador there, gave him ample opportunity 
to obtain the material for his lecture. Am- 
bassador Dieckoff immediately voiced to Sec- 
retary Hull his objections to the Dodd state- 
ment. Secretary Hull’s reply was that this gov- 
ernment has no power to put limits upon Dr. 


Dodd’s right of free.speech, now that he has. 


resigned from the state service. And. certainly 
the Berlin government has no right to place a 
curb upon the tongue of any American citizen. 

The right of free speech is vital to democ- 
racy. Any verboten attitude is thoroughly re- 
pugnant to American ideals. Democracy, by 
that very freedom, leaves itself open to attack 
from any subversive influences, but in that very 


_ weakness lies its strength. For, out of open 


and free airing of all issues, eventually emerges 
the truth which all men, if they are honest, 
seek. 

The incident, however, carries a lesson’ to 
all Americans, even though Germany cannot 
profit thereby. It demonstrates anew the herit- 
age of a free peoples and it gives silent warning 
of the fate awaiting that heritage if ever this 
country so far forgets itself as to permit. Nazi-

10 for the arsenic deaths of sev- 
eral men, Unless Mrs. Hahn’s ap- 
plication is granted, or unless Gov- 
ernor Davey commutes her sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, she will 
become the first woman in Ohio’s 
history to die in the electric chair. 
JUST 10 YEARS 
SINCE AGITATION 

It has been just 10 years since 
New York state was agitated by 
the execution of Ruth Snyder, and 
by a coincidence Mrs. Hahn’s ap- 
peal will be decided almost on the 
anniversary of the New York 
woman’s death, January 12, 1928. 

Today a nation-wide survey of 
opinion indicates that a majority 
of Americans believe in capital 
punishment for murder, and it 
shows that a smaller majority be- 
lieve the penalty shdéuld apply 
equally to women as well as to 
men, 

The Institute questioned repre- 
sentative men and women in every 
state and in all walks of life. 

Sixty-five per cent of the voters 
said they approved of the death 
penalty in general. 

Fifty-eight per cent said they 
approved of it for women convict- 
ed of murder.

Italy abolished the death penalty 
for all but ‘political crimes in 1870, 
but reinstated it again in 1931.

A year ago the Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion conducted its first sur- 
vey on capital punishment and 


found 61 per cent favoring it, as 
compared with 65 per cent today. 

Voters in the earlier Institute 
poll indicated that they ,did not 
approve the extreme penalty for 
persons under 21 years of age, 
however. There are no previous 
Institute studies on the death pen- 


jalty for women. 


SEVEN STATES 
ABOLISH IT 


There are seven states where 
the law provides a maximum pen- 
alty of life imprisonment for mur- 
der—Maine, Rhode Island, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, North 
Dakota and South Dakota. Spon- 
sors of the law in these states 
claim a better homicide record 
than the average for the United 
States. 

In today’s survey, however, 
voters from these seven states say 
they believe in capital punishment 
with the rest of the country. The 
average vote for the seven is: 
For death penalty ....57 per cent 
Against death penalty.43 per cent 

Women are much more likely to 
oppose capital punishment than 
men, the survey shows, but few 
women who do approve of the 
death penalty would make any ex- 
ception for a woman.

Those ghostly hints between the 
lines seem to infer that everyone, 
at least your old Silhouetter, 
should know about the Georgia Li- 
brary Commission, its functions 
and its services.

Sending Books 
By Mail. ! 

“We are very happy to tell you,” 
she writes, “that since 1920 the 
state has made an annual appro- 
priation to support our depart- 
ment, known as the Georgia Li- 
brary Commission. Our special 
work is in’ sending books by mail 
to rural people all over the state 
who are not within easy access 
of local libraries. : 

“There is no red tape to this 
service. Readers simply write us 
for what they want and our staff 
of trained librarians selects suit- 
able books. These books are mailed 
direct to the reader, no matter 
how remote he may be. A post 
or a rural route 
address is all that is necessary for 
him to receive books from the 
State Library Commission right at 
his door. 

“Each loan may be kept for a 
month or even longer, if neceés- 
sary, and we do not even charge 
fines if books are kept overdue, 
which is the usual custom in pub- 
lic libraries. Our readers do pay 
the postage on their books, but 
since the United States post office 
provides a special parcel post rate 
for this type of book service, the 
postage is very little, amounting 
to approximately 3 cents each 
way for one book, 4 cents for two 
books, and so on. 

“Fifty books may be sent for 

60 cents and a hundred books for 
$1.20. Such large loans as these 
go to rural schools or groups of 
rural clubwomen for three months, 
during which time the books are 
circulated among the group of 
readers. 
“During the year 1937 we sent 
out 60,834 books from our office 
in the state capitol in reply to 
requests from 12,186 rural Geor- 
gians. 

“We shall be glad to have you 
pass this information on to the 
lady at Adamsville, acquainting 
her with the opportunity of bor- 
rowing books free by mail from

France in Crisis 


NEW YORK—One remark by M. 
Leon Blum in the course of the re- 
cent ministerial crisis showed how 
grave the situation was. He said 
when the President of the Repub- 
lic charged him to form a minis- 
try, that he wanted to form a cab- 
inet as quickly as possible, be- 
cause of the evil impression that 
a prolonged crisis would create 
abroad. And then he added that 
he wanted to.attempt something 
“audacious” by inviting represent- 
atives of all parties of Republican 
and Democratic principles to step 
into his cabinet. 

Leon Blum desired the forma- 
tion of a government of national 
union. ‘Therewith he wanted to 
put a strap under the hearts of 
France’s allies in Eastern Europe. 
These allies are drifting away, 
they are being weaned away from 
the French alliance by Germany. 
The chief argument of the Ger- 
man propaganda-service to East 
European States is that France is 
innerly divided, eaten up with 
Bolshevik rot and is only by he- 
roic measures kept on its feet. For 
that reason the allies of France are 
warned, they may as well abandon 
their reliance on France for she 
will not be able to come to their 
help in a difficult hour and switch 
their adherence to the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis that unbreakable mighty 
front of Fascist states who knows 
no social unrest and who stands 
by its friends in prosperity and 
adversity. 

But the parties of the Right did 
not want to collaborate in the for- 
mation of national union cabinet, 
although they always clamor for 
such an arrangement. The point is, 
they do not want a man like Blum 
at the head, for Blum is the sort 
of statesman who would insist on 
occasions that party interests be 
made subject to the common weal.

But 
such an en&tment will say in no 
uncertain terms that the crime of 
lynching is not condoned by 
any thinking person, not to say 
Christian, but strongly condemned 
even more than the apparent blow 
at state rights. 

That real progress is being made 
in wiping. out the curse of lynch- 
ing can’t be doubted, if statistics 
mean anything. At the same time 
if the passage of the measure will 
speed the day when the iniquitous 
evil will be cgmpletely annihilat- 
ed, we may well welcome its pas-

THE CAVE OF MACHPELAH. 

Q.—There seems to be a dis- 
crepancy between the state- 
ment of Genesis 23:16-20, where 
Abraham is said to have pur- 
chased the field of Ephron, in- 
cluding the cave of Machpelah, 
and the statement of Genesis 33: 
19 that Jacob purchased the 
same field. .If Abraham had 
bought the field for 400 shekels 
of silver why should Jacob buy 
the same field for 100 shekels of 
silver?

A.—The probable answer is that

Ellender Stops Talking as

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(P)— 
Senator Ellender, Democrat, 
Louisiana, brought to a close to- 
day a filibustering speech against 
the anti-lynching bill after hav- 
ing held the senate floor for six 
consecutive sessions with only 
brief interruptions. 

Propponents of the anti-lynch- 
ing bill conferred on parliamen- 


tary strategy today and later pre- 
dicted passage by the senate with- 
in 10 days. | 

Simultaneously the southern op- 
position, which had _  filibustered 
against the measure for 13 days, 
expressed confidence the bill 
would be laid aside early next 
week. 

Senator Van Nuys, Democrat, 
Independent, after a discussion 
with Senator Wagner, Democrat, 
New York, said nignt sessions 
would begin early next week in 
an effort to wear out the south- 
erners. 

‘Senator Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, field marshal of the opposi- 
tion, said he understood a few 
night sessions would be held “as a 
gesture” in behalf of the bill. He 
added, however, that the southern- 
ers would have enough strength to 
bring up the pending independent 
offices appropriations bill, thus 
sidetracking the anti - lynching 
measure. 

Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho, an opponent of the bill, said 
he understood some western sen- 
ators were ready to join with 
southerners in an effort to con- 
sider other legislation.

Attorney Advises House Unit 
To ‘Gamble on Receipts’ 
From Taxes Instead. 


* WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—(>)— 
A tax expert of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States ad- 
vised the house ways and means 
committee today to “gamble on re- 
ceipts” from taxes as a means of 
avoiding $3,000,000,000 deficits. 

Ellsworth C. Alvord, Washington 
attorney, warned of a $2,000,000,- 
000 increase in relief appropria- 
tions and $3,000,000,000 deficits 
unless the current, business decline 
is halted. He spoke at hearings on 
a tax revision program. 

“For the $3,000,000,000 on one 
side of the ledger,” he said, “it 
seems to me you could well gam- 
ble on receipts.” 

To combat the recession, he said, 
confidence must be restored to 
business men and their fear elimi- 
nated. Accordingly, he advocated 
that congress concentrate on pre- 
scribing a “sound, sensible revenue 
system,” without regard to wheth- 
er it would produce enough to fi- 
nance all government spending. - 

A deficit of a hundred to three 
hundred million dollars makes no 
difference if the net result of the 
tax system will be to prevent 
$3,000,000,000 deficits, Alvord con- 
tended. 

As part of a “sound and sen- 
sible” revenue program, he called 
for repeal of the undistributed 
profits tax. He dubbed it “the tax 
without a friend.” 

Alvord proposed also a flat cor- 
porate income tax of perhaps +15 
per cent, a flat capital gains levy 
of 12 1-2 per cent or graduated 
rates running no higher than 15 
per cent, and reduction of individ- 
ual income surtaxes to a maximum 
of 40 per cent.

Opposition Beaten. 


In passing the revenue commis- 
sion reorganization bill admin- 
istration leaders defeated strong 
opposition led by Senators Harri- 
son, of Millen; Harrell, of Lump- 
kin, and Flynt, of Griffin. 

The bill was drawn by Repre- 
sentative Lanham, of Floyd coun- 
ty, and steered by him through 
the house. Senator Atkinson, of 
Savannah, the senate floor leader, 
aided by Senators Pope, of Cairo, 
and Robinson, of Montezuma, 
steered the measure through the 
senate. 

The floor leader last night high- 
ly praised both Senator Pope and 
Senator Robinson for the work on 
the bill. 

Chief Amendment. 

The chief amendment added by 
the senate provides for the ap- 
pointment of the new tax com- 
mission by the Governor. He will 
serve by appointment, however, 
only until January 1, 1939. A com- 
missioner is to be elected at the 
November election and thereafter 
it will be an elective office. 


Another amendment creates a 
three-man board of tax appeals. 

The main fight on the bill came 
Wednesday when the senate voted 
an amendment making the office 
elective after this year. The term 
is for six years. 


Seeks Reconsideration. 


After proponents of the racing 
bill had failed in their effort to 
pass the measure, Representative 
D. K. Jones, of Elbert county, one 
of its leading supporters, an- 
nounced he would ask for recon- 
sideration this morning. 

Floor Leader Clement FE. Sut- 
ton, who led the fight on the bill, 
announced he would oppose re- 
consideration. 

“A bill beaten as badly as this 
one was has no chance of recon- 
sideration,” the floor leader said. 

The administration neither sup- 
ported nor opposed the racing 
plan, although administration 
leaders were prominent in the op- 
position. 


Ready for Signature. 


The house also passed a senate 
bill providing that new unem- 
ployment insurance shall become 
effective July 1 of this year in- 
stead of Next January 1.

Life insurance companies have 
poured a third of g million dol- 
lars every hour for ‘the past year 
into the pockets of the people, O. 
Sam Cummings, president of the 
National Association of Life Un- 
derwriters, said here yesterday. 

Mr. Cummings was principal 
speaker yesterday at the _ sales 
congress of the Georgia Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters, held 
under auspices of the Atlanta As- 
sociation of Life Underwriters, at 
the Atlanta Athletic Club. 

More Than 21 Billions Paid. 

“Since 1930, life insurance com- 
panies have paid out to policy- 
holders and beneficiaries a total of 
$21,600,000,000,” he said. “This is 
a total 12 times greater than the 
war debts now owing to the Unit- 
ed States from European coun- 
tries. 

“The steady distribution of this 
money has constituted a most em- 
phatic aid to the federal govern- 
ment in its recovery program.” 

Mr. Cummings said life insur- 
ance owners form the rank and 
file of the nation, reporting that 
the average of the 120,000,000 pol- 
icies in force is only about $825. 

Contrasting the modern life un- 
derwriters to the old-time sales- 
man, Mr. Cummings said: 

“The day of the life insttrance 
‘peddler’ and ‘part-timer,’ ‘who 
took a ratebook and pestered his 
friends and acquaintances during 
his spare time, is over.

When someone mentions the 
word “sphinx,” we are likely to, 
think of the Great Sphinx of | 
Gizeh. That is the largest and most |

famous sphinx, but it is far from 


being the only one. Hundreds of 
sphinxes were made by people of. 
ancient Egypt, and other olden 
countries had sphinxes as well. | 


Sometimes a sphinx was given | 
the face of a woman and the body | 
of a lion fitted with wings. In| 
Egypt it was common to place the | 
head of a man, or a hawk, or a. 
ram, on the body of a lion. | 


Next to the Great Sphinx, the | 
best-known statue of this kind is | 
the Alabaster Sphinx of Memphis. ' 
This sphinx is 26 feet long and | 
14 feet high. Its weight is about | 
80 tons, and it dates back about) 
3,200 years. | 
Obelisks are other monuments 
of Egyptian sculptors. These pil- 
lars rise to heights of from 20 feet 
to over 100 feet. The name “obe- 
lisk” means “pointed pillar,” and 
obelisks are always pointed at the 
top. They are four-sided. 

Heliopolis, a little city not far 
from Cairo, is the home of the 
oldest obelisk in Egypt.

Former Fulton Law Officer 
Succumbs in Washington;

Woods W. Rogers Sr., 53, inves- 
tigator for the Départment of the 
Interior, and one of Fulton coun- 
ty’s first motorcycle policemen, 
died unexpectedly Wednesday 
night in a Washington, D. C., hos- 
pital.

It was learned that a marked 
$10 bill, part of the $50,000 paid 
by the Ross family had been pass- 
ed at a Dallas, Wis., store several 
weeks ago and that a federal agent 
from Milwaukee had investigated 
its discovery at that time. 

Searching for Bodies. 

Federal agents had been. search- 
ing for the body of Ross, wealthy 
Chicago greeting card manufac- 
turer, since they arrived here by 
airplane late Tuesday with An- 
ders. 

The first definite trace of the 
federal search came earlier today 
when Sheriff Art MclIntee, of St. 
Cloud, revealed that the group had 
stayed in St. Cloud Tuesday night 
and had left for Crow Wing coun- 
ty in northern Minnesota early 
Wednesday. 

They next appeared at Supe- 
rior, Wis., about 90 miles north- 
west of Spooner, at 11 a. m., to- 
day and secretly obtained lodging 
at a Superior hotel, leaving there 
at 7 a. m. with the announced 
intention of heading for St. Paul. 

Hoover and his aides instead ap- 
parently went directly to the 
Spooner territory. 

Observers were inclined to be- 
lieve Anders had revealed the lo- 
cation of the graves as well as the 
hiding place of some of the $50,- 
000 ransom money. 

$14,000 in Possession. 

When arrested, Anders had 
about $14,000 in his possession, 
Hoover said. 

Before Sheriff McIntee reported 
Anders was in St. Cloud, it had 
been believed he was held in St.

Crow Wing county is about 159 
miles northwest of St. Paul. 

The Hoover party after visiting 
that area was believed to have 
gone eastward across northern 
Minnesota to Superior, Wis. 

The latest developments indi- 
cated that Anders in his flight 
from near Chicago, where the kid- 
naping was perpetrated, apparent- 
ly had traveled northwestward 
across Wisconsin and then cut 
over into Minnesota, probably fol- 
lowing almost the same trail that 
the federal agents took in the op- 
posite direction yesterday and to- 
day.

DAIRY AMENDMENT 


HELD UNWORKABLE | 


Joint Committee Plans To 
Rewrite Provision To Sim- 
plify Enforcement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(7)— 
The controversial “dairy amend- 
ment” to the pending farm bill will 
be rewritten so it will be “work- 
able,” members of a joint congres- 
sional committee said today. 

(The amendment was inserted 
in the bill at the insistence of leg- 
islators from dairy states. It de- 
clares that farmers who divert 
acreage from cotton, wheat, corn, 
rice or tobacco shall refrain from 
using the land to produce dairy 
articles—or any livestock. If farm- 
ers put their land to such use, they 
ba be deprived of federal bene- 

its. 

Senator McGill, Democrat, Kan- 
sas, and other administration lead- 
ers contend the provision would 
require officials to check on every 
cow, chicken and pig on every co- 
operating farm before paying 
benefits.

Boiling Easy by New Method

Swayback seems to be the pre- 
vailing posture defect. This exag- 
gerated incurve at the small of 
the back is counterbalanced by an 
outcurve of the abdominal line, 
and to correct one fault is to get 
rid of the other. For swayback, 
exercises are given to strengthen 
the lower abdominal musclés so 
they will hold their normal posi- 
tion, which is up and in. You will 
find that at the same time the 
muscles of the lower back are 
strengthened and that, gradually, 
the curve of the back becomes less 
pronounced. 


The simplest exercise for sway- 
back is to sit on the floor with the 
back against the wall, the lower 
abdominal muscles pulled up and 
in and the small of the back 
pressed flat against the wall. The 
following exercise pays real divi- 
dends for the effort you expend, 
for it retracts the abdominal mus- 
cles, lessens the curve in the back 
and slims the waist.

PSORIASIS, THE SIVERY 
SCALE DISEASE. 


Psoriasis constitutes 6 per cent 


tof all skin diseases coming under 


the observation of physicians. 

It is a chronic condition charac- 
terized by round or oval patches 
covered with silvery-white scales. 
The patches occur es ally be- 
hind the elbows, in front of the 
knees, on the extremities and on 
the scalp; although the name 
psoriasis means itch, itching is a 
minor feature and in many cases 
scarcely noticeable. Psoriasis usu- 
ally runs a-course marked by re- 
missions and relapses, without ap- 
parent reason. 

Cause of psoriasis? You may 
search me—and I have searched 
the medical literature in vain. The 
disease is not at all contagious, 
Some physicians believe heredity 
‘may be a factor, as it sometimes 
occurs in sucdessive generations. 
No definite constitutional disturb- 
ance is associated with the erup- 
tion. There are reasons to indicate 
that psoriasis may be a nutrition- 
al disease. 

For instance in many cases a 
milk vegetarian diet has apparent- 
ly brought prolonged relief or 
cure. In others, thyroid extract has 
proved most beneficial, given over 
a considerable period but in small 
doses. Gaul, in N. Y. State Journal 
of Medicine, 9-1-36, offered the 
observation that the habit of using 
petrolatum (mineral oil) as a 
laxative or internal “lubricant” 
may account for postular psoriasis 
in many cases; he thinks petrola- 
tum interferes with the assimila- 
tion of vitamin D. 

Krafka, in Jour. of Lab., and 
Clinical Medicine, August, 1936, 
observed that psoriasis clears up 
with exposure to the summer sun, 
prescribed moderate doses of vita- 
min D daily in several cases and 
obtained favorable results. (Vita- 
min D is the “sunshine vitamin,” 
the vitamin your own skin manu- 
factures if exposed sufficiently to 
noonday sunshine.) 

In U. S. Treasury Dept. Public 
Health Reports, 11-5-37, Ceder and 
Zon report a series of 15 cases of 
chronic widespread psoriasis treat- 
ed with massive doses of vitamin 
D—300,000 to 400,000 units daily, 
administered in the form of irradi- 
ated ergosterol. In 11 cases there 
was complete clearing up of the 
psoriasis in a maximum period of 
12 weeks, while two cases showed 
only partia] benefit and two show- 
ed no benefit. These surgeons of 
the Public Health Service state 
that such massive doses of vitamin 
D appear to be relatively safe 
when administered to adults. 

Numerous other physicians have 
observed no untoward effects from 
administration of from 200,000 to 
500,000 units of vitamin D daily 
over periods of many weeks or 
months in the treatment of chronic 
arthritis. 

If a shortage of vitamin D in 
the diet, or a failure to assimilate 
what little vitamin D the natural 
food of man contains, or lack of 
sufficient exposure of the naked 
body to direct sunlight is a factor 
of psoriasis, then, in my judgment, 
a daily dose of, say, 6,000 units of 
vitamin D to supplement the ordi- 
nary diet, should be sufficient to 
correct two of these factors aft 
least. Perhaps it would also com- 
pensate for impaired capacity to 
assimilate vitamin D.

Of course, 
such infections as ringworm or 
“athlete’s foot” and, in the south- 
ern states, hookworm (the larvae 
cause “toe itch or dew itch or 
ground itch” when they penetrate 
the skin of the feet) may occur 
when any one goes barefoot in an 
infected place.

THE FIVE MAIN FUNDAMENTALS. 
(Picked by Harry Cooper.) . 
LOS ANGELES, Jan. 20.—What are the five main fundamentals 
of golf the average player should take -to his soul for consideration? 
I put this query to Light Horse Harry Cooper, the eminent stylist, 
at Bing Crosby’s Del Mar tournament. 


There is no living golfer who 


is straighter from tee to pin, who is more consistent than the Cooper 


who led the pack in the way of a

“They will tell you that form s 


isn’t important,” . Harry Cooper 
said. “It may not be until the 
pressure is on—and then it means 
everything. For example, you may 
have only a slight slice in prac- 
tice or some easy-going match. 
But, when the pressure is on, this 
slice will just about double itself. 
Minor faults turn into wrecking 
mistakes when the tension is on. 
That’s why it is important to have 
a few of the most important fun- 
damentals to fall back on when 
the showdown comes. If you 
haven’t, all the nerve and cour- 
age in the world won’t help you.” 


What They Are. 


“What are these five important | 


fundamentals?” I asked the scor- 
ing leader of 1937. 

“The place to start,” Cooper 
said, “is at the beginning. That 
means the grip. With a bad grip, 
you have no chance at all to be 
consistent. There should be con- 
trol with the left hand—especially 
with the little and second finger 
of the left hand. The left hand 
must always be firm—held just a 
trifle over the club. Any good 
pro can show you the right grir 
—firm but flexible, so the wrists 
can work. 

“The second fundamental is the 
correct stance—which means nat- 
ural ease. There should be a feel- 
ing of freedom with the feet— 
not too far apart. Too many 
golfers spread their feet, plant 
them like posts—lock their legs— 
and then wonder why they have 
no swing. Be easy on your feet. 
This will take most of the ten- 
sion from your legs and body. 
Don’t keep them too far apart— 
and let them close in as the shot 
gets shorter.

Remarks of the chairman of 
Barclays Bank, Ltd., at the an- 
nual meeting in London, are al- 
ways read with much interest by 
bankers and brokers in the Unit- 
ed States. Speaking of the defi- 
nite decline in business here, 
Chairman Edwin Fisher says that 
the reasons underlying much of 
our recession “have been domestic 
rather than international, and in 
so far as the remedy lies in the 
hands of the United States, it is 
to be hoped that lost confidence 
will soon be regained... .” 

He goes on to say that the drop 
in commodity prices, due in part 
to rumors of a reduction in -the 
United States buying price of gold, 
“indicates the uncertainty that will 
always be present until it proves 
possible to revive an international 
monetary system.” We should not 
wait indefinitely before taking 
steps in that direction, he says, as 
“the international financial ma- 
chine has been impeded for too 
long, and there is a risk of the 
brake becoming rusted to the 
wheel,” 


“It cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized, however, says Mr. Fish- 
er, “that the three interlocking 
measures necessary to a return to 
more satisfactory world conditions, 
namely freer trade, a revival of 
overseas lending and the stabiliza- 
tion of currencies, depend upon a 
revival of confidence. Confidence 
must be based on something tan- 
gible.” 

Although long thinking other- 
wise, the writer is coming around 
to the view that, perhaps, instead 
of stabilization of currencies de- 
pending upon a revival of confi- 
dence, that very revival of confi- 
dence which we all desire waits 
upon stabilization. And the Unit- 
ed States, with its great store of 
gold, could lead the way.

Poison Gas Used 


. To Speed Drying 


Ot Farm Produce 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—()—A 
discovery that poison gases will 
dry vegetables quicker than heat 
alone and speed up industrial use 
of many farm products was an- 
nounced today in Science by the 
United States Bureau of Chemis- 
try and Soils. 

Present commercial drying uses 
high temperatures. 
E. F. Hopkins, of Laurel, Miss., 
discoverer of the poison gas proc- 
ess, causes decomposition and loss. 

In poison gas atmospheres, how- 
ever, vegetable pores relax. They 
become so “limp” that they lose, 
even at low temperatures, as much 
as 60 per cent of their water and 
sirups when whirled in a centri- 
fuge. Little heat is needed to 
evaporate most of the remaining 
moisture, 

The gases tried for this purpose 
include chloroform, carbon tetra- 
chloride, which is used in fire ex- 
tinguishers, toluene, fat solvents 
and sulfur dioxide. The poisons 
do not “linger” afterward in the 
vegetable juices or flesh. 

These experiments have been 
applied thus far only to the in- 
dustrial and chemical uses of farm 
products. They may be used on 
food, but this Mr. Hopkins says, 
has not been investigated.

Georgians Urged 


To Boost Output 
Of Livestock, Ceramics Products 


Raising of Production to Co 
Increase income About $65,000,000 a Year, 


ion Levels Would 


Speakers Tell Macon Chamber. 


MACON, Jan. 20.--(4)—A meat 
packing executive and a ceramics 
expert estimated today that Geor- 
gia could increase her income 
about $65,000,000 annually sim- 
ply by producing as much live- 
stock, dairy and ceramics prod- 
ucts as she now consumes, 

They spoke at the annual meet- 
ing of the. Macon Chamber of 
Commerce, of which B. F. Mer- 
ritt Jr., was elected president. 

H. McDowell, manager of a 
Moultrie packing plant, and W. 
Harry Vaughan, director of the 
state engineering experiment sta- 
tion, made the estimates in sepa- 
rate addresses. 

McDowell foresav’ an increase 
of $40,000,000 in farm income 
“simply by producing as much 
meat and dairy products as we 
consume.” 

Vaughan said ceramics produc- 


tions now is more than $12,000,- 
000 short of Georgia consumption 
and predicted the industry’s value 
would increase $26,000,000 if pro- 
duction was brought to consump- 
tion level. 

He pointed out that kaolin is 
one of the most important ceramic 
products in the state. He said 
there are now about 24 kaolin 
mines located along the fall line 
hills, running through Augusta, 
Milledgeville, Macon and Colum- 
bus. 

McDowell said Georgia could 
use products of 55,000 more dairy 
cows, 300,000 more beef cattle and 
1,000,000 more hogs. 

“Farmers will proauce if they 
have good markets,” he said, “and 
I submit it is our job as good 
business men to ascertain what aid 
livestock raisers need and see that 
they get it.”

BANKS’ RESERVES 
SHOW DECREASE 


Decline of $20,00,000 in 
Week Is Revealed. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(?)— 
Excess reserves of the nation’s 
banks declined in the week ended 
January 19, the first decrease 
since Christmas shopping tempo- 
rarily pulled cash out of the 
banks, the Federal Reserve Board 
said today. 

The excess reserves, which con- 


stitute the banks’ supplies of lend- 
able money, decreased $20,000,000 
to $1,370,000,000. Although Christ- 
mas money continued its return 
flow to the banks, this trend was 
offset by routine increases in 
Treasury deposits in Federal Re- 
serve banks and in deposits of 
banks not members of the Federal 
Reserve System. 

The decrease in excess reserves 
was not regarded, however, as 
being significant because in the 
previous week they reached the 
highest total in nearly a year. 
They remain ample to meet busi- 
ness needs. 

The reserve banks made no net 
change in their holdings of gov- 
ernment securities last week, but 
sold $19,000,000 of Treasury bonds 
and bought $12,000,000 of Treas- 
ury notes and $7,000,000 of Treas- 
ury bills. 


2 GREEN LETTERS 
PRODUCED IN COURT 


One Refers to New York 
‘Home’ of Financier. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—(2)—A 
letter from the late Colonel Ed-

Reagin, who surrendered here 
shortly after the slaying the night 
of November 26, “pleaded tem- 
porary insanity. 

Approximately a dozen witness- 
es took the stand today, includ- 
ing the parents and two. broth- 
ers of the slain girl, officers, 
neighbors and physicians. Testi- 
mony of several bore on Reagin’s 
reported confession that he shot 
his girl-wife through a window ‘of 
her parents’ home after a “vision” 
in which God sanctioned his act. 
As the girl lay dead on the floor, 
her mother, Mrs. C. W. Cunning- 
ham, wife of an Atlanta street car 
operator, was struck by a second 
shotgun blast through the win- 
dow. 

One after another, witnesses 
were introduced in support of de- 
fense claims of Reagin’s insanity 
at the time of the shooting. Mrs. 
Lucile Reagin, of Atlanta, mother 
of the prisoner, testified he had 
been given to long periods of 
“staring into space,” and told of 
her son’s frequent and prolonged 
reading of a Bible which he kept 
hidden beneath a rock. 

Suicide Pact Hinted. 

Chief J, T. Dailey of the De- 
Kalb county — testified young 
Reagin told , the night of his 
surrender, of a pact by which his 
estranged wife was to kill herself, 
after which he (Reagin) also 
would commit suicide. 

The murdered wife’s petition 
for divorce was introduced by So- 
licitor Roy Leathers in seeking to 
establish a motive for the slaying. 
It was revealed the Reagins were 
married September 26, 1936, and 
were separated February 26, 1937. 
The divorce petition was filed in 
July, and the shooting occurred 
November 26.

Small Business Groups Insist 
on Participating in 
Conferences. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(?)— 
Small businessmen, at their own 
insistence, are soon to participate 
in President Roosevelt's series of 
conferences on economic problems. 

White House aides announced 
their inclusion today, explaining 
that hundreds of letters had been 
received asking for such action 
and pointing out that thus far Mr. 
Roosevelt had consulted only the 


ranking officials of big business. 
Selected At Random. 

Consequently, the President’s 
assistants said, Mr. Roosevelt is- 
sued instructions that smaller cor- 
poration officials should be select- 
ed at random from the letters re- 
ceived and invited to the White 
House. 

The announcement came as the 
President worked on toward the 
establishment o? a council to guide 
him in the formulation of policies, 
a group of which Mr. Roosevelt 
said should include both big and 
little business, as well as repre- 
sentatives of labor, agriculture, 
transportation, distribution, in- 
vestors and consumers. 

Council Distinct. 

Officials said the organization 
of such a council was distinct from 
the President’s plans for meetings 
of the leaders of a single industry. 
The purpose of the latter confer- 
ences would be to estimate, with 
government assistance, prospec- 
tive demand for goods, so _ that 
production and employment might 
be stabilized. 

In the latter category, apparent- 
ly, falls a meeting scheduled for 
temorrow, to which Mr. Roose- 
velt has invited the heads of the 
great automobile manufacturing 
companies and officials of their 
affiliates which finance install- 
ment purchases of automobiles. 


FARM SURVEY SHOWS 


PROFIT TO GEORGIANS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(#/)— 
The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics reported nearly two-thirds 
of the white farm _ operators 
checked in selected Georgia coun- 
ties had been making more money 
than they spent. 

White sharecroppers_ similarly 
checked in the same counties had 
all been spending more than their 
incomes. 

The counties surveyed in Geor- 
gia were Clarke, Fipvert, Greene, 
Jackson, Madison, Morgan, Oconee 
and Wilkes. 

The bureau said that of 1,255) 
families of white operators check- 
ed, all but 476 repcrted incomes 
in excess of expenditures, while 
482 white sharecroppers who gave 
complete accounts of family ex- 
penditures all failed to “break 
even.”
